LONDON, July 31.-The general 
strike of British coal miners which 
had been scheduled to start at 12 
o'clock tonight has been called off. 

What bade fair to be one of 
the worst industrial stoppages in 
modern times was averted when 
Premier Baldwin today promised 
“subvention” to the mines, there- 
by enabling the owners to continue 
their existing wage agreements for 
anothérd nine months. 

Although the government prev!i- 
ously had maintained fo the work- 
‘ers that it was not prepared to 
|} subsidize the mining industry. Mr. 
Baldwin finally yielded in the face 
of a threatening industrial night- 
mare situation involving a genera! 
stoppage in the coal industry, pos- 
sibly a general cessation of rail- 
road operations and consequently 
the shatting down of many other 
industries for lack of coal. 


WHITHER AWAY? 
With this menace removed 
people breathe freely again, but 
at the same time many are com- 
mrencing to count the cost and to 
ask where thespolicy of the gov- 
ernment su zing industries is 
likely to end. 

The advocates of nationalization 
of coal mines boldly pronounce the 
government to be on a slippery 
path veeming to lead to national 
control or ownership.

ARMER BANKRUPTCY CURE 


has developed among farmers in the North- 
west. During the last ten years bankrupt- 
cy proceedings among farmers have in- 
creased at an alarming extent. In 1914 of 
the 18,000 cases of bankruptcy in the United 
States courts 1000 were farmer failures, in 
1924 the ratio was increased to 8000 in 42,- 
000, or a jump from & per cent to 20 per 
cent. Nebraska, Montana, North and South 
Dakota and Georgia are the leading States 
which have adopted this fashionable meth- 
od of what they humorously call “taking 
the cure.” 


Times have changed and the farmers 


have changed with them. There was a time 


when a farmer, bankruptcy was practically 
an unknown procedure. Farm mortgages 
used to be as good as gold bonds, and chat- 
tel mortgages were considered only a grade 
lower. The system of going through the 
deflation process has, however, changed the 
gtading of farmer paper considerably in the 
money market. James W. Quigley, a Mid- 
die-West lawyer, describes the cure“ some 
what in the following fashion: 4 
A farmer who owns a $25,000 farm with 
$9000 first mortgage on the property, a 
chattel mortgage of $§000, accrued interest 
of $2000, secured debts af $4000 and an ad- 
ditional $1000 im current Habilities goes to 
the bankruptcy court and his property is 
sold under the er. The first mort 
gagee bids in for the $9000 first 
and proceeds to buy up all the movable 
assets. Other secured creditors are frozen 
out and, after the farmer is discharged 
from the court, he rents or buys the prop- 
erty back. with only the purchase charges 
of the mortgagee as a lability against his 
undiminished assets. 
The worst feature of the deflation method 
is the solidarity and esprit de corps prev- 
alent in the locality where the cure is 
taken. The chattel mortgagee has no use 
for the chattel sold under the hammer, the 
neighbors forbear to bid and other residents 
have no current resources and, even if they 
local ethics forbid to bid against a 
neighbor. Consequently stock, implements 
and other items go for next to nothing. 
Mr. Quigley quotes an example where thir- 
teen horses, three mules, four cows, eight 
plows, threshing machine, Fordson tractor, 
wagon and harness, one wagon and drill 


sold for the sum of $94, all of which the 


first mortgagee bought and handed back to 
the bankrupt, after his discharge. In other 
words, property on which he owed $25,000, 


back to him at $9094.

The Peru- 
vian climate is said to have grown hotter 
by 10 to 20 degrees, and torrential rains 
have fallen, the heaviest there in history.

Australia has had the greatest rainfall iu 
eighty-six years; and South Africa has had 
the greatest in fifty years. / 
The new and altered currents are said 
to be flowing with greater force and volume 
from month to month, and the scientific 
prediction is that resultant climatic changes 
will give this Coast more and more rain and 
that the rainfall will extend farther inland 
than formerly and probably make arable 
land of regions now fit for cultivation only 
when artificially watered. 

It ig the extension of the Humboldt cur- 
rent farther and farther north from month 
to month that the meteorologists count up-

This cold water, meeting the warm air and 
warm water of the tropical and subtropical 
regions, may bring about unusual rains on

Hecke, Director of the State 
of Agriculture, on the manner in which 
foot-and-mouth disease was handled in 
fornia last year is a deserved tribute to 
co-operative spirit that has built and 
tained, against all difficulties and criticisms, 
the unbroken progress of our great 
commonwealth.
